The Sunne ecclipſed by the Moones interpoſition, or by 
lome blacke cloud, from our aſpect, yet wee know it 
keepeth his courſe, looſeth none of the natiue light the 
while, onely our fene millech it, till anon it breake 
forth with a treſh luſter and glory. The ſoule, while the 
body ſuffeteth a kind of,, or ſowning though 
now it exerciſe not the organicall operations in the bo- 
dy, yet we know the ſoule is int ire and whole ſtill, with- 
out any ſubftantiall qimmution: ſo that the body being 
reumied with ſome aqua celeſtis , the ſoule actuates eue- 
7 nga and member of it atxeſh, az before, Theſſhip (as 
that wherin Chriſt ſlept) may be euen couered ouer with 
waues, and giuen for loſt , as in the Diſciples ſenſe and

may ſeeme dead, but awakening, hee feeles himſelſe che 
more refreſhed after his ſounder ſleepe. So is faith. It is a 
ſarde, (though but as a graine of muſtard ſrede) well may it 
lye hid for a time, yet the while , it is but faſtning the 
root the more firmely to bring forth the bettet and more 
abundant fruite. It is the ſappe, which in time of winte- 
ry perſecutions and afflictions, coucheth cloſe to the 
hearc roote, but the ſommer of Gods comforts returning. 
it diſplayeth it ſelſe in leaues and fruits, ſhewing plainly 
it was not dead, though to our ſenſe it ſeemed fo. It is 
the Sun inlighening x4 ſoule, which though ecclipfed 
from our ſenſe, by ſome interpolition of tranſitory temp- 
tation, yet tetaines his full light, holding on his laſenk. 
ble courſe, and when this aubecula pertranſibit, when this 
cloud is ouer, it ſends forth new rayes of grace, It is the 
ſoule of the ſoule, which euen in the middeſt of extream 
fainting of the ſoule, yet remaines intire, without dimi- 
nution, & by the aqua celeſtis of Gods neuer failing met. 
cy, actuates cucry faculty ot the ſoule afreſh , to the at- 
chieuing of greater workes.

It is a fire, which while raked vp vader 
the dead aſhes of deepe conttition, though it ſeeme dead, 
yeelding neither light nor warmth, to our weake ſenſes, 
yet it is but foſtered for a new fire, that 17 heanivcſſe 
for ſinne may indure for a night, yet u of taich commerh in 
the moruing, feeding it ſelte with the fewell of new works 
of obedience, flaming torth in a holy converſation. The

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Faithfull man, as Dawid, as Peter, may be overtaken with 
2 dead ſleepe of faith: but awakened by grace, hisſovle 
is inlightned, that hee ſleepes not in death, but ax the 
Sunne ariſing, rciegceih 4s 4 ant te ruane bu conſe with 
greater alacritie and vigor, Thus wee ſee the fruite of ſa- 
uing faith may be for a time 1% yet the roote not 
ſupplanted: the act of it may be ſuſpended, yet the ha- 
bit not loſt: it may be ecclipſed to our ſenſe, yet his light 
not leſſened, pw fy courſe ſtayed : it may bee in a 
fleepe, yet line : faint, yer not faile: fiche. yet not to death: 
weather beatin, yet wot wracked : lang uiſo, yet not periſh, 

Babylenins, But the famous Schollar Doctor Ouerall 
( alledged by che Authour) late Deane of Pauli and Bi- 
ſhop ot Nerwich held, that a man might fall em grace, 
into the very tate of demmation, and ſo remaine vnder God:

wiſe doc all orthodox Djuines, eucn Calui himſclfe, 
apply this Doctrine. Such. the learned Caluin calleth 

laine boggs, that ſay , # they bee of che number of the 
Elec, their ſins ſhall nor hinder them from atcaining to 
life, Faceſſant ergo & | eAway therefore with ſuch ſacrile- 
girs, which 116 4 pergert the whole order of Election. And 
hee calls alſo ſuch concluſions, blaſphemies. So that the 
Biſhop of Lesdos, Doftor Bancroft, and Maſter Iobn Cal- 
win, ſay in effect one and the ſame thing, the one calling 
the cotrupt coſicluſio ns, which carnall men draw from 
Prædeſtinat ion, a daſpexate Docttine: the other, the 
blaſphemies, and ſactilege of hogges and (wine,which is 
the very DoQrine offthe Church of Fagland, as it is ex- 
cellentſy ſet downe in the Article of Prædeſtination and 
Ele dtion. 17. Thus wee ſee the gAppealer hath hrought 
his hogges to a faire market, while through poore Cat- 
wins lides he {mites the Biſhop of London Doctor Bancroft; 
yea, andthe whole Church of England : and through 
all, by his vndiſciplined loleciſme, hee wounds Prædeſti- 
nation it felic , while hee will needes haue it abſolutely 
called 4 DESPERATE DOCTRINE.

It not the truth rather 
to be ſpoken, that he which can receine , may receive it: than 
to be ſuppreſſed, that not onely neither can receive it but alſo 
he that is more intelligent, may be made wor(e ? The enemy of 
ace is importunate, aud vrgeth by all meaner, that it might be 
eleeued, that it ij g iuen unto vs according to our merits , and 
ſo grace ſbould now be no more grace; and yet we Will not ſpeake 
that, which by the reft imomie of the yeriptures, wee may ſpeake;

So that paſ- 
ſing by the eighth Chapter, asempty : the ninth alſo, as 
full of quotations; I will touch onely one ortwo paſſa- 
ges in his tenth Chapter: In the ſecond page whereof, 
whereas he ſaith, that in eAdawy, and through his fall, we 
haue not loſt nature but grace ; this ſcemes to imply, that 
Adam in his iunocency, had grace.

grace that comes by Ieſis Chriſt, which is the onely grace 
the Scripture ſpeaketh of? Surely, that, he had not; for 
before histall, be needed not Chriſt; as Auguſtine ſaith; 
yet he addeth, Adam, non babuit gratiam ? imo babuit mag- 
nam, (cd diſparem. Had not Adam grace? yes, great grace, 
but farre vnlike that which commeth by Ieſus Chriſt, He 
might be {aide rather ro llaue naturall graces z that is, all 
ornaments, and .cadowments of an abſoluee and com- 
pleat naturall man, as hee was; then {imply that which 
the Scriptures calleth grate; tot grace came by Ieſus Chriſt.

Hence it is that they haue a whole chapter ot Preparation 
vnte grace, wherein they touch vpon freewsll, as being the 
grouijd (ſandy though it be) of their preparatory workes 
vnto faith and juſtification, as alſo of all the it meritorious 
worket. And therefore are they fo eager to maintaine and 
treaſare vp, at leaſt ſome Reliques of Adams freewill ; leaſt 
all ſhquld be attributed to Grate, and nothing to Natur, 
andtlien farewell all Aerit, either of congrui y, by prepara- 
tion ta grace, ot of condignity to glory. So that, for this ve- 
ry reaſon, they anathemizz all thoſe, that ſay, Freewill is 
altogether loft, Whetein, if they will not confeſſe, that 
they which ſay ſo, meane, that a man vnregenerate hach 
no freewill vnto grace, then they cunningly equiuocate. 
But the calc is plaiae, all that their Doctrine driucth at, 
is to adnance ans naturall freewill vnto grace, as much 
as is pollible. Therefore they ſay, that theſe remaines of 


free will in man; thqugh much lellened, and ſore bruiſed

That God 
doth no more, butane and ftirre, and call vpon the will, 
not by that imyard and e ffectaal calling according to his pur- 
poſe, but by an owtward, ardinary , common calling, which is 
no more, but as a Kinde of Aforitor to the will. Nor is 
God here ſaid, by this grace, to giue faith, but to ſtirte 
the will to an hiſtorical! aſſent of faith; generally beleewing the 
things reueuled to be true, b y their wills cooperation with their 
firſt grace, which is no more any ſauing grace, then their 
faith qccaſioned by it, any iuſfſ ping fauh. Thus wee ſee, 
how the Church of Kome , by her crafty mincing, and 
malicious mangling of the grace God in mans free iuſti- 
ficat ion, how 5 ohn g from the worke of Gods grace, to 
intich their Freewifsco-worke ſhe vtterly fruſttateth Gods 
grace, and cuacuateth his glory, making a meere mocke 
of bp. 

For doe but weit i theſe two together in the ſcalet one 
againſt the other, Gads grace, and Mans freewill, and che 
difference accoiding to Rewer vniuſt eſtimate, will eaſily

Hing that it is a liuing faith, not cexſing it ſo to be; for that 
were to turne the tree vpſide downe, as if the roote, which 
is fab, ſhould rece ius ſiſe, ſap, and groweth from the branch- 
es. And it is plaine,; by the whole analogy and tenure of 
the chapter; that the Apoſtle ſpeakes of good workes , ag 
they ate demonſtratius ſignes and fruits of a lining faith, not 
as cauſes of it. Againe,he putteth a diſtin diſterence be- 
tweene the true ſaning faith , which alwaies ſhewes it ſelfe 
to line, by the fyrers of it; for it is that faith, euer works 
ing by loue: and beewceene a falſe connterfeit faith, ſuch as 
is dead, and knowne tqbef lo, by the not breathing out of 
good mor kes. i | 
So that the true ſaving iuſtifying faith, is that, which 
worketh by loue. So the Apoſtle ſaith. But how by loue ? 
as by the efficient moſing can'e of the working of it, or rather 
as the i»ſtrumentall cauſe, moncd by the hand of faith? Loue 
is faiths inſtrument, whereby it worketh, Yea it is an inſepa- 
rable gyality of ſawing faith, whereby faith workes: as the 
heat is the mleperable quality of the fire, whereby the fire 
worketh, This1s the Doctrine alſo of the ancient Fathers, 
They fo make Faith the roote, as that all other grade ate ra- 
aically in faith, and ſpring from it. They make all other holy 
graces to be inherent) in ſaning ſaich , as the nating qualities 
of it, eſſentiall and 72 arable , not as accident which are 
n ſeperable, Saint Auguſtine faith ; What i it to beleewe in him?
